Emannel Swedenborg. 


The last Southern Quarteily (says the Charles- 


ton Rambler) contains a review of the Life and 
Writings of Emanuel Swedenborg, a remarka- 
ble Philosopher and Theologian of the 17th 
century. 
'1 his article treats of principles until 


lately new to the great majority of Southern 
readeis. Tardy, however, as the progress of 
opinions advanced by the Swedish Philosopher 
have been in this country, in comparison with 
their appreciation in Europe by many of the 
most profound thinkers of the age, it is manifest 
from recent indications throughout the length 
and breadth of our land that the startling de- 
velopments made by Emanuel Swedenborg, in 
his various works on Theology, are now com- 
manding an attention and inquiry, which, 
if 


they prove his pnnciples to be true, will impart, 
ere long, a fresh impulse to social progress, in- 
fuse a new life into the body theological, consol- 
ing to every Philanthropic and Christian heart, 
and must ultimately effect a revolution in many 
existing religious systems. 


There is no doubt trreat beauty and sublimity 


in tlie spirit and general tone of thinking of 
Swedenborg ; it has always been a marvel to us, 
therefore, (who, trom peculiar circumstances, 
have been led to read, and to hear much said on 
the subject,) why so much ridicule has always 
been leveled against his compositions, and even 
against those persons more bold than then neigh- 
bors, who, from a right motive, honestly seeking 
tor truth, would venture to read, should do so in 
fear and trembling, lest they too should expose 
themselves to public derision 
Marvellous as 


this may aiipear, in this inquiring age, it is, nev- 
ertheless, true. 


These topics having been taken up severally, 


and discussed at length in the Review before us, 
we need not, therefoie, dwell upon them. 
The 


Reviewer then goes on to say, that notwith- 
standing all these circumstances that have le- 
tarded the rise and progress ol the Church of 
Swedenborg, the progress of his doctrines, and 
the present respectable, and even imposing posi- 
tion of the denomination in America, are little | 
less than miraculous, brought about, too, by no 
presumption or angry zeal, but by all the modesty 
and humility that characterized the earthly 
career of ils great founder 


The Reviewer furnishes its readers with the 


life, doctrines, and also a list oi the various works 
published by Swedenborg—the subjects of 
which they treat, and in many instances, the 
opinions entertained by the literati of the times 
in which they were written, from which we 
gather that, by common consent, Swedenborg 
was regarded as the most learned man in his 
country, gifted with eo happy a genius, and so 
fitted for every science, as to create the general 
impression that he was inspired. 


The able Reviewer has really gone into thi» 


interesting subject can amore, and has done 
ample justice to it 
We have no doubt, what- 


ever effect may be produced upon the under- 
standings of his readers, that the present Review 
will induce additional inquiry, and lead many a 
serious and influential scholar to investigate fqr 
himself rtoe theological system of Swedenborg— 
a system which lie, the accomplished Reviewer, 
has presented in very captivating colors—in a 
form beautiful and impressive 
He has certainly 


shown it to be a system capable of gcnptual de- 
fence, and not a wild speculative theory, to be 
treated with neglect arvd ridicule 


In conclusion, we extract the following pas- 


sages as a fair specimen of the happy style in 
which the Reviewer clothes his language and 
sentiments 
He, in speaking of the timidity 


with which many persons approach the perusal 
of the works of Swedenborg, sayg . 


"Still, there has been a singular timidity 


evinced, even by bold thinkers, in respect to the 
very perusal of ins works 
They have been read 


by stealth, away from company—free fiom the 
curiosity of the prying eye. 
Persons have been 


afraid, as it they were engaged in some necro- 
mantic or£iesj"to breathe a word to their friends 
of their peculiar and forbidden occupation. They 
liave come to their teacher, as Nicodemus came 
to the Saviour, in the night time, and have list- 
ened to his instructions with equal incredulaity 
and equal wonder 
The ridicule leveled at the 


celebrated Sweede by Dr. Sotlhey, more than a 
quarter of a century ago, in his ' Espnella's Let- 
ters,' has led many to turn with indifference and 
contempt from bis works—works full of light 
aid consolation—lest they, too, if detected m 
their petusal, should come in for a share of the 
sarcasm of some lively and witty satirist. 
The 


style in which these compositions are elothed— 
in some degree eccentric and unique—but de- 
riving its singularity rather from the elevated 
character of the subjects treated of9 than from 
any want of tact and skill in the writer, has de- 
terred others who have commenced the examina- 
tion of them, from proceeding much beyond the 
threshhold —Prescriptive authority—educational 
biases—pride of 
opinion imbibed in other 


schools—long entertained, and 
mistaken for 


truth—these have stood in the way of others. 
Then the pretentions of Swedenborg, scarcely 
less lofty than those of a prophet, though pre- 
ferred with a modesty and even a humility, 
which, taken in connection with the solemn and 
startling developments he has made, and the 
unblemished purity of Ins life and manners, for- 
bid the slightest suspicion of imposture—these 
pretensions, we say, have led others to affirm, 
that his mind may have been shattered aid 
warped from its healthful tone—a charge, we 
know, once preferred against a greater than 
Swedenborg. 
But to those wno are inspired 


with-a larepr share of courage—who can-iecog- 
nize intellectual 
superiority, in some cases, 


where there is more than a slight divergence 
from old and beaten paths—who have been 
willing to say to worldly considerations, " Get 
ye behind me," and to authority, "Thou art 
not my master in matters of this nature ;"—to 
those who have been animated more by a love 
of tiuth, than alarmed by feats of reproach and 
contumely;—to those, who, like the wisest of 
sages, could send tip, from the inmost depths of 
their being, the earnest entreaty, " Give me un- 
derstanding"—to such—nnri there are not a few 
of them—the works of the author under consid- 
eration have proved a lare treasure." 


Speech of the Late Mr. Oglet \_ 


Most of oui readers will remember the speech 


made by Mr. Ogle in the House of Representa- 
tives, previous to the last presidential election ; 
in witich the extravagance and aristocratic con- 
duct of Mr Van Buren were so joughly hand- 
led. 
Mr Ogle died recently in Pennsylvania, 


and the locotoco papers have got up a sort of dy- 
ing speech and confession, purporting to ema- 
nate from the deceased,during his last i]lness,and 
in which they represent Mr'Ogle as exhibiting 
great remorse for permiting his name to he used 
in connexion with the speech, which he is rep- 
resented as stating he never delivered. 
We can- 


not positively aver that Mr. Ogle did deliver the 
speech, for we did not hear him, but if he did 
not deliver it, he endorsed it, for we received one 
under hisosw frank from the City of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 
It strikes us as somewhat singular, 


that so great a fraud as publishing a speech as 
having been delivered in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, that was not so delivered, should 
have been so long undiscovered, more particu- 
larly as the speech made no inconsiderable noise 
at the time 
It looks very much like a fraud 


to publish such a statement at this time, and 
when the whole affair is viewed in connection 
with the fact,that all of Mr Van Buren's friends 
who weie members of Congress at the time, 
would have gladly united in exposing the impo- 
sition in relation to the speech having been de- 
livered m the House, we cannot but conclude it 
is a 'weak invention of the enemy,' a sort of'last 
card,' which cannot fail to cover its inventon 
with shame, and cause them to blush if such be- 
ings can blush, for thus disturbing the ashes of 
the dead 
Cannot locofocoism get up something 


else, than tlie continual repetition ol their outcry 
in relation to the injusnce of the censures pass- 
pd upon Mr Van Buren at the last election ?— 
They must be hard run if they can devise noth- 
ing else in his favor—Brooklyn News.
